It Weighs in the Neighborhood 
of Thirty Tons 

And Fires Nearly Six Hundred Pounds 
of Metal Nine Miles.

Nkw York, Aug. 15.— The first ofllclal 
test of the ten-Inch disappearing pneu- 
matic "gun carriage was made at the 
United States ordnance proving 
grounds at Sandy Hook. 

The tests were made under the super- 
vision of the board of ordnun«t> and 
fortifications. They were directed by 
Capt. Frank Heath, in charge of the 
proving grounds, assisted by Lieut 
Wheeler, of the ordnance department. 
At exactly 11:80 the first shot was tired. 
The gun is a breech-loader of high 
power, is twenty-nine feet in length, 
weighs thirty tons and fires a projectile 
Weighing 575 pounds. The gun is con- 
netted with the carriage by two power- 
. ful arms, and when raised to a firing 
position is at a height of eight feet 
above the carriage. To load and make 
ready for firing require* only five min- 
utes. It is all done by compressed all 
manipulated by one man. The projec- 
tile was placed on a loading tray, ami 
by the turning of a small wheel the 
tray was raised to the breech of the gun 
and the projectile was rammed home by 
a telescopic rammer. Two sacks ol 
powder followed the projectile into the 
breech. 

The sacks contained lbO pounds. The 
elevation was three degroea The time 
required to bring the gun down to the 
buffers was one minute and fifteen sec- 
onds. The second shot was fired at 
three minutes of 12 o'clock at an eleva- 
tion of twenty degrees. The projective 
contained KM pounds of powder, a ser 
vice charge such as is used in time ol 
war. 

At an elevation of twenty degrees 
the projectile splashed the sea nine 
miles away. When the gun recoiled 
it came within two inches of the buf- 
fers, mid, in less than ten seconds, 
had sunk gently on the buffoA int. 
Ion. Hi. j- position. It is with a charge 
like this that the carriage is supposed 
to work perfectly. This was the high- 
est elevation tired from any carriage 
with the new high-power gun In this 
country. The third shot was fired at 
an elevation of three degrees, and the 
projectile contained 1U0 pounds of pow- 
der. The recoil brought the gun within 
eighteen inches of the buffers, and the 
time required to get it in loading posi- 
tion was two minutes and forty-five 
seconds. 

The fourth shot was at on elevation 
of five degrees and the recoil was seven 
inches above the buffer. Time required 
to bring the gun into position, one 
minute. The sixth shot was tired at an 
elevation of fifteen degrees. The? 
charge was thirty pounds, and the 
gun recoiled within three Inches of the 
buffers and rebounded to a height of 
twelve inches. Time required to get 
the gun into loading position, one min- 
ute and fifteen seconds. The seventh 
shot was fired at an elevation of three 
degrees with 210 pounds of powder.

BUFFALO, N. Y.. Aug. 15. -There is 
no further disguising the fact that the 
strike of the Erie and Lehigh Valley 
switchmen is a serious matter. 

Property belonging to the railroad 
company ha* been destroyed by incen- 
diary fires; men engaged rn the peace- 
ful performance ol their duties in the 
company's service have been assaulted 
ami sent to the hospitals, the movement 
of trains has been seriously inter- 
fered with and the lives of innocent 
persons wbewcre in no way connected 
with the strike and had not even heard 
of it, have been enduri^- red by the de- 
railment of s passenger train on one of 
the roads. Such is the indictment up 
to the hocr of writing. There had beon 
more or less ill feeling Saturday be- 
tween the strikers and their sympath- 
izers and the men who were doing the 
striker's work, and a few desultory as- 
saults had occurred. 

Things began to pot on a more serious 
aspect at 2 o'clock Sunday morning, 
when o series of InceDdiary fires broke 
out simultaneously In the Lehigh Val- 
ley yards. Eighteen or twenty freight 
cars filled with wool, cotton, hay and 
various other merchandise, two passen- 
ger cars, two watchmen houses were 
burnt. The fires occurred at places 
where the firemen could not successful- 
ly stay the flames on account of an ab- 
sence of water, besides the difficulty ot 
accession to the fires. 

The water tank adjacent to the coal 
trestles was smashed and an engine that 
was taking water there wrecked by a 
string of ten runaway coal cars that 
had been turned loose from the trestle. 

Fire was first discovered in the east* 
bound yards, east of Dingens street. 
Here a little office building and two or 
three freight oars were destroyed. At 
this time Yardmaster Mead discovered 
tlames in two passenger coaches, used 
for the conveyance of workmen and 
turned In an alHrm from William and 
I lingers streeta. » 

In the yards east of Dingens street 
fire ruged among the cars of merchan- 
hose from three carts to
